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{At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  20,  19 11.) 


The  year  now  under  review  has  been  in  several  respects  one 
of  more  than  normal  experience  in  the  history  of  the  Society. 
Its  meetings  have  been  regularly  maintained,  and  with  greater 
than  the  ordinary  degree  of  interest,  as  far  as  can  be  judged 
by  the  numbers  in  attendance.  A  variety  of  gifts  have  been  made 
to  us,  a  full  list  of  which  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
and  Curator.  The  most  valuable  of  these  have  been  due  to 
the  generosity  of  Mrs.  James  Dwight,  and  include  a  remarkable 
collection  of  laces,  exhibiting  the  development  of  this  beautiful 
art  by  many  notable  and  precious  examples.  The  collection  is 
certainly  without  an  equal  in  New  England.  To  Mrs.  Dwight 
we  are  also  indebted  for  a  representative  collection  of  old  Shef- 
field plate,  in  value  and  interest  no  less  unique  than  that  of  lace. 
To  Mrs.  Thomas  Trowbridge  we  owe  a  collection  of  china  of 
much  local  interest.  The  generosity  which  has  prompted  these 
gifts  we  gratefully  acknowledge,  and  we  trust  that  the  example 
thus  set  may  bring  to  the  Society  ultimately  many  of  the  treas- 
ures now  in  the  homes  of  New  Haven. 

At  our  meeting  held  on  December  19,  1910,  we  listened  to 
a  discriminating  and  instructive  paper  from  our  director.  Rev. 
William  A.  Beardsley,  on  "An  Old  New  Haven  Engraver  and 
his  Work."  The  career  and  services  of  Amos  Doolittle,  some 
specimens  of  whose  engravings  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society,  were  set  before  us  in  a  fashion  to  enable  us  to  appreci- 
ate the  difficulties  with  which  he  contended  and  the  degree  of 
success  that  he  achieved.  A  month  later,  on  January  16,  191 1, 
Mr.  Frederick  Calvin  Norton,  of  Bristol,  gave  us  a  careful  dis- 
cussion of  "Negro  Slavery  in  Connecticut."  The  facts  which 
he  cited  were  certainly  informing  to  many  of  us  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  this  institution  once  prevailed  in  this  Colony  and 
Commonwealth.  On  February  20th,  Rev.  Dr.  Edwin  Pond 
Parker,  of  Hartford,  set  forth,  in  a  paper  of  much  skill  and  grace 
of  literary  expression,  the  story  of  "The  Separate  Congregation- 
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alist  of  Connecticut."  This  episode  of  eighteenth  century  colo- 
nial history  was  discussed  with  sympathy  with  those  who, 
whatever  their  mistakes,  sought  a  warmer  religious  life,  and  the 
impression  was  left  upon  us  that  no  progress  has  been  greater 
from  that  time  to  this  than  in  the  growth  of  religious  toleration. 
The  approach  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  between  the  states  naturally  attracted  interest  to  that  great 
struggle,  and  it  was  peculiarly  appropriate  that,  on  March  27th, 
we  listened  to  an  account  from  the  pen  of  our  Librarian  and 
Curator,  Mr.  Frederick  Bostwick,  of  the  career  of  our  late 
life-member,  "Thomas  Fitch  Rowland,  the  Builder  of  the 
'Monitor.'  "  Interest  was  added  to  the  occasion  by  the  presence 
of  veterans  of  the  war,  some  of  whom  had  served  in  the  navy. 

At  our  meeting  on  April  17th  we  went  back,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  General  George  Hare  Ford,  to  some  of  the  earlier 
experiences  of  colonial  Connecticut, — the  paper  being  on  "Robert 
Treat :  Founder,  Farmer,  Soldier,  Statesman,  Politician,"  in 
which  the  many  sided  activities  of  the  subject  were  brought 
vividly  before  us.  May  226,  took  us  again  to  the  great  war  of 
half  a  century  ago,  when  Captain  Laurence  O'Brien  related  for 
us,  in  graphic  fashion,  his  experiences  in  "One  Eventful 
Month ;  Campaigning  with  Sheridan  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley." 
Here  again  we  were  favored  with  the  presence  of  veterans  whose 
own  recollections  of  the  struggle  were  quickened  by  the  words 
of  the  speaker.  The  same  contest  gave  the  topic  for  our  open- 
ing paper  this  autumn,  when,  on  October  23d,  an  account  pre- 
pared by  Arthur  D.  Osborne,  Esq.,  was  read,  sketching  the  career 
of  our  New  Haven  General  Alfred  H.  Terry,  and  paying  special 
attention  to  "The  Capture  of  Fort  Fisher,  January  15,  1865, 
and  what  it  Accomplished." 

In  accordance  with  a  custom  of  several  years  standing,  the 
ladies  of  our  Auxiliary  Committee,  who  have  made  successful 
the  receptions  with  which  our  meetings  regularly  close,  gave  an 
elaborate  reception,  to  which  invitations  were  very  widely  issued. 
On  this  pleasant  occasion,  on  May  19th,  the  newly  acquired  col- 
lections of  lace  and  Shefiield  plate,  of  which  mention  has  already 
been  made,  were  exhibited  and  explained.  In  connection  with 
this  reception  Mrs.  Wheeler  read  a  paper  on  the  lace  of  Venice, 
and   Mrs.   Walker   described   French   and   Flemish   laces,    Mrs. 
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Champion  gave  a  description  of  "Pewter  in  the  Homes  of  our 
Ancestors  in  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  Days,"  illustrated  with 
specimens  from  the  remarkable  collection  of  Mr.  Eugene  De 
Forest,  and  Miss  Geraldine  Carmalt  explained  the  Sheffield  plate 
given  to  the  Society  by  Mrs.  Dwight  and  the  china  received  from 
Mrs.  Trowbridge.  The  Society  is  constantly  indebted  to  its 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  for  faithful  and  efficient  services 
which  add  greatly  to  the  interest  of  its  work. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  year  was  the  dedication,  on  Octo- 
ber 27th,  of  the  Defenders'  Monument,  commemorating  the 
efforts  made  by  the  citizens  of  New  Haven,  on  July  5,  1779,  to 
repel  the  British  invaders.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the  pro- 
tracted efforts  of  members  of  this  Society  to  secure  this  monu- 
ment, with  the  repeated  disappointments  they  have  encountered, 
and  with  their  patient  endeavor  to  raise  the  required  funds  from 
private  contribution  and  to  interest  the  state  and  city  authorities. 
That  the  struggle  was  crowned  with  success  reflects  great  credit 
on  all  who  have  engaged  in  it.  The  most  stirring  episode  in  the 
revolutionary  history  of  New  Haven  is  now  worthily  commemo- 
rated by  a  vigorous  group  in  enduring  bronze,  of  original  concep- 
tion and  artistic  execution,  effectively  placed  in  a  small  park, 
itself  an  addition  to  the  attractions  of  the  city.  It  will  serve  as 
a  stimulus  to  patriotism,  and  will  keep  green  the  memory  of 
brave  men  and  courageous  deeds  in  days  of  perplexity  when 
the  existence  of  our  nation  was  at  stake.  It  must  have  been  with 
peculiar  satisfaction  that  those  of  our  Society  who  have  labored 
so  long,  and  amid  such  disappointments,  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  enterprise,  saw  their  work  at  last  so  satisfactorily  accom- 
plished. 

The  year  has  been  notable  in  another  and  a  sadder  way, — in 
the  losses  that  it  has  brought  to  us  by  death.  No  less  than 
fifteen  have  thus  been  taken  from  us.  Two  of  these  were  life 
members,  the  others  of  our  annual  membership.  The  first  of 
our  life  members  to  be  summoned  was  Mr.  Frank  E.  Hotchkiss, 
whose  death  occurred  on  February  6,  191 1,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
three.  Long  a  well-known  figure  on  the  Yale  campus,  where  he 
was  superintendent  of  buildings,  he  was  deeply  interested  in  this 
Society,  which  he  served  as  a  permanent  director.  To  him  we 
owe  many  valuable  gifts,  especially  of  books  and  pamphlets  con- 
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nected  with  the  history  of  New  Haven.  The  second  of  our 
life  members  taken  from  us  was  Robert  Brown,  who  died  on  May 
II,  191 1,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five.  Mr.  Brown  was  from  1882 
to  his  retirement  in  1907  the  Secretary  of  the  Yale  Astronomical 
Observatory.  A  man  of  great  sweetness  and  generosity  of 
nature,  he  was  deservedly  and  widely  beloved  in  this  community. 

The  first  of  our  annual  members  whose  loss  we  commemorate 
was  Mr.  George  W.  Curtis,  whose  death  occurred  on  November 
8,  1910,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six.  Coming  to  this  city  in  1866 
as  cashier  of  the  City  Bank,  he  became  president  of  that  institu- 
tion in  1875,  and  retained  that  office  till  1909.  For  thirty-two 
years,  from  1867  to  1909,  he  served  the  United  Ecclesiastical 
Society  as  its  treasurer.  On  December  23,  19 10,  death  came  to 
Mr.  Cornelius  S.  Morehouse,  who  had  nearly  attained  the  age 
of  eighty-one.  One  of  the  founders  of  The  Tuttle,  Morehouse 
and  Taylor  Company,  he  was  actively  engaged  in  the  direction  of 
that  eminent  printing  house  from  1859  to  1900,  and  contributed 
greatly  to  its  upbuilding.  In  the  affairs  of  this  Society  he  was 
deeply  interested  and  largely  helpful.  He  served  it  long  as  a 
director  and  was  in  office  at  the  time  of  his  death.  To  few  citi- 
zens of  New  Haven  is  this  Society  more  indebted  than  to  Mr. 
Morehouse,  and  his  faithful,  laborious  and  constant  devotion 
to  its  advancement  deserves  our  grateful  recognition. 

A  representative  of  one  of  our  oldest  New  Haven  families  was 
taken  from  our  roll  of  members  by  the  death,  on  February  5, 
191 1,  of  Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Bradley,  at  the  age  of  eighty-three. 
A  woman  of  much  sweetness  of  nature,  and  illustrative  of  the 
best  traditions  of  the  life  of  older  New  England,  Miss  Bradley 
was  deservedly  honored  and  beloved  by  a  wide  circle  of  acquaint- 
ance. The  next  day,  February  6,  1911,  saw  the  demise  of  Mr. 
Wilbur  F.  Gilbert,  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven.  Mr.  Gilbert's  busi- 
ness career  in  New  Haven  dates  from  1861.  In  1872  he  entered 
the  coal  trade  with  which  he  was  thenceforth  connected.  In  his 
chosen  occupation  he  had  much  success,  building  it  up  into  one 
of  the  extensive  businesses  of  our  city.  Though  Professor 
Henry  Mitchell  Whitney,  whose  death  occurred  on  March  26, 
191 1,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight,  was  no  longer  a  member  of  our 
Society  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  his  retirement  had  been  so 
recent  and  his  interest  in  the  Society  so  marked  that  he  deserves 
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commemoration  on  this  occasion.  Earning  his  title  by  a  pro- 
fessorship of  EngHsh  Literature  of  twenty-seven  years'  duration 
in  Beloit  College,  and  having  shown  his  patriotism  by  honorable 
service  in  the  war  between  the  states,  he  became  the  librarian  of 
the  Blackstone  Memorial  Library  in  Branford  in  1899,  and  was 
in  office  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A  man  of  keen  and  active 
intellect,  of  cultivated  critical  taste,  and  of  much  learning,  he  was 
widely  honored  and  sincerely  mourned.  The  next  to  pass  from 
our  membership  was  Mr.  Nathan  S.  Bronson,  whose  death  took 
place  on  May  i,  191 1,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three.  Son  of  Dr. 
Henry  Bronson,  one  of  the  original  life  members  of  this  Society 
and  one  of  its  first  board  of  directors,  he  was  of  a  family  which 
has  done  much  for  the  development  of  the  brass  industry  in 
Waterbury,  in  which  he  had  amassed  large  wealth,  which  he  used 
wisely  and  helpfully.  On  May  9,  191 1,  occurred  the  death  of 
Mr.  Henry  A.  Warner,  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine.  Largely  inter- 
ested in  real  estate,  one  of  the  best  known  buildings  in  this  city 
preserves  his  memory  in  this  community,  with  the  business  devel- 
opment of  which  he  was  long  actively  identified. 

Few  figures  have  been  more  familiar  at  our  meetings  than 
that  of  Mr.  Henry  W.  Foster,  who  died  at  his  summer  home  in 
New  Milford  on  June  24,  191 1,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six. 
Actively  identified  with  the  business  interests  of  New  Haven 
since  1853,  in  the  departments  of  house-furnishing,  Mr.  Foster 
was  a  loyal  supporter  of  this  Society,  whose  presence  is  much 
missed  at  our  gatherings.  On  July  5,  191 1,  occurred  the  death, 
at  the  age  of  fifty-nine,  of  Mr.  Frank  L  Thompson,  head  of  the 
firm  of  Thompson  &  Belden,  dealers  in  painters'  supplies.  Mr. 
Thompson  enjoyed  a  worthy  place  in  the  business  life  of 
New  Haven.  A  loss  of  peculiar  sadness  was  caused  by  the 
death,  on  August  26,  191 1,  at  the  age  of  forty,  of  James  Kingsley 
Blake,  Esq.  The  son  of  our  honored  Secretary,  himself  a  con- 
tributor to  our  papers  and  discussions,  in  a  manner  that  showed 
him  possessed  of  historical  insight  as  well  as  a  master  of  vivid 
and  picturesque  description,  he  was  widely  honored  for  his  abili- 
ties in  the  legal  profession,  and  as  deeply  respected  for  the  ster- 
ling qualities  of  his  upright  and  public-spirited  character.  He 
has  left  New  Haven  the  poorer  for  his  going,  and  his  early 
demise  can  be  mentioned  only  with  profound  regret. 
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On  October  6,  191 1,  occurred  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  T. 
Cannon,  at  the  relatively  early  age  of  forty-four.  Like  Mr, 
Bronson,  of  whom  mention  has  been  made,  Mr.  Cannon  was  a 
son  of  an  early  member  of  this  Society,  Mr.  John  S.  Cannon, 
and  therefore  came  by  inheritance  to  an  interest  in  our  work. 
During  his  active  years  Mr.  Cannon  was  engaged  in  insurance. 
Miss  Sarah  R.  Pyncheon,  who  died  on  October  11,  191 1,  at  the 
age  of  eighty-two,  like  Miss  Bradley,  was  a  representative  of  a 
family  long  distinguished  in  New  England.  A  woman  of  much 
charm  of  mind  and  manner,  her  devotion  to  those  of  her  family 
who  needed  her  loyal  and  self-sacrificing  service,  and  her  own 
subsequent  protracted  invalidism,  prevented  her  from  taking  any 
very  active  part  in  the  outside  interests  of  the  community  in 
which  she  was  long  a  resident  and  by  which  she  was  held  in  high 
respect.  The  25th  of  October,  191 1,  saw  the  death,  at  the  age 
of  eighty-three,  of  Joseph  Sheldon,  Esq.,  long  a  lawyer  in  this 
city,  and  for  several  years  a  judge  of  the  city  court.  The  last 
to  be  taken  from  us,  on  the  12th  of  November,  at  the  ripe  age  of 
eighty-five,  was  Dr.  Augustus  Beekman  Smith,  for  half  a  century 
a  dentist  in  New  Haven,  the  inventor  of  many  dental  instru- 
ments now  in  general  use  in  the  profession,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  one  of  the  oldest  dentists  in  the  state. 

In  enumerating  these  losses  of  the  year  one  is  impressed  not 
merely  with  the  large  inroad  which  death  has  made  in  our 
ranks,  but  with  the  high  average  age  to  which  those  of  our 
membership  that  have  been  taken  from  us  had  attained.  In 
spite  of  the  diminution  due  to  the  untimely  demise  of  Mr.  Blake 
and  Mr.  Cannon,  the  years  to  which  our  associates  had  reached 
average  more  than  seventy-one. 

The  gifts  which  we  have  received  during  the  past  year  raise 
the  question  whether  it  would  not  be  well  for  the  Society,  in 
the  near  future,  to  provide  itself  with  a  fire  and  burglar  proof 
room,  of  considerable  capacity,  in  which  objects  of  value  entrusted 
to  our  care  might  have  special  protection.  Such  assurance  of 
safety  as  could  then  be  given  would  undoubtedly  bring  gifts  that 
are  now  withheld  by  their  owners.  Its  construction  would,  of 
course,  require  addition  to  the  present  funds  of  the  Society;  but 
your  President  believes  the  matter  worthy  of  careful  considera- 
tion.

Constitution 


(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 

Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen : 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  ofiice  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations   for  their  safety  and  proper 
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use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven ;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from 
the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  member- 
ships shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions 
are  paid. 

n.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
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be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
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logue  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his 
accounts. 

They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
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publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXL  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXIL  All  donations  to  the  Secretary,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIIL  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military 
rolls,  deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses, 
or  public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of*  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illus- 
trate local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler  and  Bowers  funds,  which  pro- 
duce an  income  of  $300  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society.

(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  ip,  191 2.) 


The  year  which  has  just  closed  in  the  life  of  the  New  Haven 
Colony  Historical  Society  has  been  marked  by  no  events  of  great 
conspicuity.  The  Society  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way. 
Its  collections  have  been  increased  as  the  Report  of  the  Librarian 
and  Curator  has  indicated.  Its  financial  condition  is  satisfactory. 
Its  meetings  have  been  regularly  held,  with  the  attendance  to 
which  we  are  accustomed.  If  it  has  not  the  significance  in  the 
community  that  we  desire  and  hope  to  attain,  it  seems  in  thor- 
oughly healthy  condition,  and  the  President  is  glad  to  acknowl- 
edge, as  on  former  occasions,  the  loyal  and  devoted  support  of 
those  who  gather  here  month  by  month,  and  of  the  committees 
charged  with  important  duties  by  the  Directors, 

At  our  meeting  on  December  18,  191 1,  we  listened  to  a  paper 
by  Professor  Wilbur  C.  Abbott  of  the  University,  in  which,  under 
the  title  of  "The  Posthumous  Cromwell,"  he  sketched  the  vicis- 
situdes of  opinion  and  estimate  which  the  memory  of  the  great 
English  Protector  has  undergone.  On  January  15,  1912,  our 
fellow  member,  Mr.  George  M.  Curtis  of  Meriden,  gave  a  most 
interesting  account  of  "The  Early  Silver  of  Connecticut  and  its 
Makers,"  illustrated  from  his  own  remarkable  collection  and  by 
other  pieces  loaned  for  the  occasion.  At  the  meeting  on  February 
19th,  Rev.  Dr.  Edwin  Pond  Parker,  of  Hartford,  gave  an  account 
of  Baron  Steuben,  describing  his  invaluable  services  to  the 
patriotic  cause  in  the  American  revolution  and  his  later  experi- 
ences when  he  had  become  a  permanent  settler  in  this  country, 
and  making  evident  his  sterling  qualities  of  character  as  well  as 
the  scanty  reward  he  received  from  the  republic  which  he  so 
signally  aided.  A  pathetic  interest  attached  to  the  gathering  on 
March  i8th,  when  a  paper  prepared  by  our  deeply  lamented  fellow 
member  the  late  James  Kingsley  Blake,  Esq.,  was  read  by  Mr. 
Samuel  H.  Fisher,  on  "The  Microscope  and  James  Gates  Per- 
cival."     With  the  keen  and  discerning  humor  so  characteristic  of 


our  late  associate,  the  writer  described  the  hfe  of  the  odd  yet 
gifted  New  Haven  poet  and  gave  special  attention  to  a  short-lived 
but  interesting  literary  periodical  in  which  he  shared.  On  April 
15th,  our  associate  William  S.  Wells,  late  Assistant  Engineer  in 
the  United  States  navy,  gave  us  his  "Reminiscences  of  the  Siege 
of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,"  presenting  with  great  vividness 
the  tragedy  and  the  heroism,  as  well  as  the  frustrated  hopes  and 
disappointments,  of  the  struggle  in  which  he  bore  a  part.  Last 
spring  marked  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
grant  of  the  Charter  of  Connecticut  by  King  Charles  II  of  Eng- 
land, and  it  was,  therefore,  with  peculiar  timeliness  that,  on  May 
13th,  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Bowen,  the  Treasurer  of  the  American 
Historical  Association,  came  before  us  with  a  paper  on  "The 
Charter  of  Connecticut  and  the  Winthrops."  Unfortunately  a 
misadventure  with  the  stereopticon  marred,  though  it  did  not 
quite  destro)^  the  enjoyment  of  the  remarkable  collection  of 
photographs  of  persons,  places  and  documents  with  which  Dr. 
Bowen's  study  was  illustrated.  On  our  reassembling  after  the 
summer  intermission,  a  paper  was  read,  on  October  21st,  by  our 
honorary  member,  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Hart  of  Middletown,  on 
"The  Fundamental  Orders  and  the  Charter  of  Connecticut,"  show- 
ing that  the  notable  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker 
of  Hartford  was  the  expression  rather  than  the  source  of  Connect- 
icut democracy,  and  exhibiting  the  remarkable  extent  to  which 
the  principles  enunciated  at  the  foundation  of  the  colony  were 
embodied  and  made  permanent  in  the  Charter. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  whose  helpful  assistance 
during  the  past  year,  as  in  many  years  before,  we  gratefully 
acknowledge,  pursuant  to  its  usual  custom  of  providing  some 
special  feature  for  the  entertainment  or  instruction  of  the  Society, 
commemorated  Washington's  Birthday  by  a  valuable  lecture  on 
"The  Revolutionary  Committee  of  the  Thirteen  Colonies,"  by 
Mr.  Joseph  H.  Wade  of  New  York  City. 

During  the  year  just  closing  the  Society  has  lost  thirteen  of  its 
members  by  death.  Amory  E.  Rowland,  Esq.,  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  passed  from  us,  after  long  illness,  on  May  7,  1912, 
having  nearly  completed  his  sixtieth  year.  A  man  of  great 
generosity  of  spirit,  widely  honored  in  this  community,  he  was 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  this  Society  which  he  long  served  as 
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Assistant  Secretary.  He  was  scrupulously  faithful  in  attendance 
on  our  meeting-s,  so  long  as  strength  permitted,  and  is  greatly 
missed  as  well  as  sincerely  mourned.  Our  life  membership  was 
diminished  on  February  20,  1912,  by  the  death  in  Hamilton,  Rhode 
Island,  of  Mr.  George  H.  Larned,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three. 
Mr.  Larned  was  for  many  years  a  resident  of  this  city,  of  which 
he  was  a  native,  but  since  his  removal  to  Rhode  Island  he  has 
been  little  known  to  the  members  of  the  Society.  Of  our  annual 
members,  the  first  to  be  taken  from  us  was  Mr.  George  W.  L. 
Benedict,  whose  death  occurred  on  December  11,  19 11,  at  the  age 
of  seventy-two.  Born  in  New  Haven,  he  was  long  and  honorably 
identified  with  its  business  interests  as  a  dealer  in  coal.  On 
January  26,  1912,  death  claimed  Mrs.  Justus  S.  Hotchkiss,  a 
woman  of  rare  generosity  of  nature,  and  of  wide-reaching  help- 
fulness, who  is  greatly  missed.  She  was  in  her  seventy-fourth 
year  at  the  time  of  her  decease.  Professor  George  J.  Brush, 
long  and  eminently  associated  with  Yale  University,  and  iden- 
tified with  the  business  interests  of  Connecticut  through  his 
directorship  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  and  other  enterprises,  died  February  6,  1912,  at  the 
age  of  eighty.  The  demise  of  Mr.  Walter  O.  Whitcomb 
occurred  on  March  26,  in  his  fifty-eighth  year.  A  native 
of  Worcester,  Mass.,  Mr.  Whitcomb  had  been  for  years 
a  resident  of  New  Haven,  though  the  Whitcomb  Metallic  Bed- 
stead Co.,  of  which  he  was  the  president,  had  its  works  in  Shelton. 
He  was  a  broad-minded,  public-spirited  citizen,  well  known  not 
merely  in  the  city  which  he  made  his  home  but  throughout  the 
state.  The  29th  of  March  saw  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Currier 
Gallagher  at  the  age  of  fifty-two.  Mr.  Gallagher  was  a  native 
of  this  city,  long  prominent  in  its  legal  and  political  affairs,  and 
was  at  the  time  of  his  decease  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court. 
His  acquaintance  was  unusually  extensive  and  his  personal 
popularity  remarkable.  On  April  11  occurred  the  death  of 
Andrew  H.  Smith,  a  retired  manufacturer  long  identified  with 
New  Haven.  Mr.  Smith  was  in  his  seventy-second  year.  The 
next  of  our  membership  to  be  called  from  us  was  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
P.  Moseley,  widow  of  the  late  Seth  H.  Moseley,  the  proprietor 
of  the  New  Haven  House.  Her  death  took  place  on  April 
15,  in  the  seventy-eighth  year  of  her  age.     A  native  of  Salem, 
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Conn.,  she  had  lived 'in  New  Haven  since  1857,  and  was  widely- 
known  and  sincerely  beloved.  A  week  later,  on  April  21,  death 
claimed  Dr.  Francis  Bacon,  at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty.  A  surgeon 
of  great  distinction,  Dr.  Bacon  was  a  man  of  keen  mental  alert- 
ness, of  wide  intellectual  interests  and  of  active  and  untiring 
energy.  He  will  be  much  missed  as  a  representative  of  our 
older  New  Haven,  as  well  as  one  who  till  his  death  was  keenly 
alive  to  all  the  concerns  of  the  present.  Mrs.  Mary  A,  M.  Mans- 
field, widow  of  John  W.  Mansfield,  died  on  May  11,  at  the 
age  of  eighty.  A  woman  of  great  generosity  of  nature,  and 
unusual  hospitality,  she  was  held  in  much  affection  in  this  city. 
On  August  19  Miss  Rebecca  D.  Beach  passed  from  us  in  her 
sixty-third  year.  Possessed  of  unusual  mental  brilliancy  and 
force,  she  was  vitally  and  effectively  interested*  in  many  aspects 
of  the  life  of  New  Haven.  In  many  respects  like  Dr.  Bacon,  a 
connecting  link  between  the  best  traditions  of  this  community 
in  the  past  and  our  own  days,  was  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Baldwin  Whit- 
ney, the  widow  of  Professor  William  Dwight  Whitney,  who  died 
on  September  18,  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight.  A  woman  of 
rare  sympathy  and  vivacity,  possessed  of  remarkable  intellectual 
power  to  extreme  old  age,  of  unusual  helpfulness  and  neighbor- 
liness  of  disposition,  she  will  be  long  and  affectionately  remem- 
bered by  the  wide  circle  of  her  acquaintance. 

In  concluding  his  annual  report  your  President  desires  to  repeat 
his  recommendation  of  last  year  that  a  fire-proof  vault  of  con- 
siderable size  is  one  of  the  prime  needs  of  the  Society.  It  would 
not  merely  safeguard  some  of  the  rarer  treasures  now  in  our 
possession,  but  would  undoubtedly  attract  gifts  which  we  would 
gladly  receive.  A  second  recommendation  would  be  a  better 
preservation  of  our  newspaper  files  than  is  now  possible.  Exten- 
sive binding  should  be  secured,  and  some  system  of  shelves  with 
rollers,  so  that  the  heavy  volumes  might  be  easily  consulted  and 
without  danger  of  damage.  As  it  is,  our  newspaper  files  are  not 
nearly  as  accessible  as  they  ought  to  be.  The  near  future  will 
also  see  the  necessity  of  larger  provision  for  the  preservation  and 
exhibition  of  relics  and  portraits.  Such  gifts  we  desire  and  in 
increasing  numbers,  if  associated  with  the  life  of  the  towns  which 
made  up  the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony,  the  name  of  which  we 
bear.

Constitution 


(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 

Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  H  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations   for  their  safety  and  proper 
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use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society, 

Art.  5,  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven ;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


B^^Xaws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from 
the  date  of  such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  member- 
ships shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions 
are  paid. 

n.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
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be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  w^hen  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society ;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
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logue  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his 
accounts. 

They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
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publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors, 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Secretary,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society^s  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military 
rolls,  deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses, 
or  public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illus- 
trate local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler  and  Bowers  funds,  which  pro- 
duce an  income  of  $300  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society,

The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  has  pursued  the 
even  tenor  of  its  way  for  another  year.  Its  meetings  have  been 
steadily  maintained ;  its  hold  on  the  community  has  perhaps 
somewhat  increased.  The  best  evidence  of  the  growing  esteem 
in  which  it  is  held  is  in  the  increase  in  its  collections.  No  meet- 
ing has  passed  without  the  record  of  some  gifts,  and  the  addition 
to  its  gallery  of  portraits  also  continues.  In  particular  our  fellow- 
members,  Messrs.  George  M.  Curtis  of  Meriden  and  Eugene 
DeForest  of  New  Haven,  have  remembered  the  Society  with 
loans  of  silver  and  pewter  from  their  remarkable  collections. 
The  financial  condition  of  the  Society  is  sound  and  its  invest- 
ments well  managed.  The  attendance  at  its  meetings,  while 
never  what  could  be  wished  or  what  we  believe  the  real  signi- 
ficance of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  this  community  justifies, 
has  been  quite  as  large  as  in  any  previous  year.  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  Committee  has,  as  always,  added  much  to  our  pleasure 
and  profit,  especially  in  the  social  aspects  of  our  monthly 
reunions.  Though  in  no  way  preeminently  distinguished,  the 
year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  good  in  the  annals  of  the  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  on  December  16,  1912,  our 
fellow-member.  Professor  George  Trumbull  Ladd,  gave,  under 
the  title  "From  the  Old  Connecticut  to  the  New,"  an  account 
of  the  experiences  of  a  relative,  recorded  in  an  early  journal 
of  travel,  in  making  the  transition  from  the  more  established 
Connecticut  of  the  dawning  nineteenth  century  to  the  new  settle- 
ment in  what  is  now  the  great  State  of  Ohio.  It  gave  a  vivid 
picture  of  the  conditions  of  pioneer  establishment,  and  of  the 
character  of  some  of  the  men  who  gave  their  lives  to  the  upbuild- 
ing of  what  have  since  become  very  important  communities. 
A  month  later,  on  January  20,  1913,  Mr.  Hubert  H.  White  of 
Hartford  read  a  paper,  the  fruit  of  careful  research,  on  "British 


Prisoners  of  War  in  Hartford  during  the  Revolution,"  recalling 
many  curious  incidents  in  the  experiences  of  these  victims  of 
the  struggle  for  independence,  and  showing  that  while  their 
unfortunate  plight  was  undoubtedly  irksome,  they  were  not 
treated  by  the  commonwealth  with  undue  severity  or  with 
cruelty.  At  the  meeting  on  February  17,  19 13,  Mr.  Edward 
Lewis  Durfee  of  Yale  University  shared  with  the  Society  the 
results  of  his  studies  of  the  career  of  Silas  Deane,  showing  that 
the  unfavorable  judgment  often  passed  upon  his  motives  and 
labors  during  the  revolutionary  contest  is  not  warranted  by  the 
facts,  and  that  he  deserved  a  larger  meed  of  credit  than  has 
always  been  accorded  him  for  the  good  intentions  at  least  of 
his  patriotic  efforts.  A  month  later,  March  17,  1913,  our  asso- 
ciate, Captain  Laurence  O'Brien,  gave  the  Society  a  curious 
glimpse  behind  the  scenes  in  his  account  of  the  Fenian  move- 
ment in  die  '6o's  of  the  last  century  in  which  he  bore  a  prominent 
part.  Its  hopes,  their  disappointment  and  the  sufferings  of  those 
engaged  in  the  enterprise  were  vividly  set  before  us.  On  April 
21,  1913,  Mr.  Albert  C.  Bates  of  Hartford,  the  accomplished 
Librarian  of  our  sister  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  gave  us 
an  account  of  the  work  of  the  colonial  printer,  Thomas  Green 
of  New  Haven  and  Hartford.  This  description  of  his  life  and 
work  was  rendered  the  more  valuable  by  an  extensive  display 
of  Green's  imprints  partly  furnished  by  Mr.  Bates,  and  even 
more  largely  supplied  by  our  associate.  Professor  Andrew 
Keogh,  of  the  Yale  University  Library.  At  the  meeting  on 
May  26,  1913,  our  fellow-member,  Professor  Theodore  Salis- 
bury Woolsey,  recounted  for  us  the  story  of  "The  Old  New 
Haven  Bank,"  tracing  the  origin  and  history  of  one  of  the 
honored  financial  institutions  of  this  city,  and  pointing  out  many 
curious  methods  of  old-time  banking,  as  well  as  bringing  to  our 
recollection  many  who  were  associated  with  the  beginnings  of 
the  banking  system  of  New  Haven.  At  our  opening  session  this 
autumn,  on  October  20,  1913,  Rev.  Sherrod  Soule  of  Hartford, 
the  historically-minded  Secretary  of  the  Connecticut  Missionary 
Society,  gave  an  account  of  Prudence  Crandall,  narrating  her 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  education  of  women,  and  especially  the 
difficulties  and  persecutions  which  attended  her  endeavors  to  aid 
in  the  elevation  of  the  negro  race  by  training  its  girls  in  scholarly 
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ways.  On  the  whole,  it  is  a  noteworthy  series  of  papers  that 
the  Society  has  enjoyed,  and  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  we 
observe  that  so  large  a  proportion  has  been  the  work  of  its  own 
members. 

During  the  past  year,  as  always,  death  has  taken  its  toll  of  the 
membership  of  the  Society,  twelve  having  passed  from  us,of  whom 
two  were  of  our  life-membership  and  ten  of  the  annual  members. 
The  first  of  our  life-members  to  pass  from  us  was  Rev,  Dr. 
William  Given  Andrews  of  Guilford,  whose  death  occurred  on 
December  26,  1912,  at  the  age  of  seventy-seven.  A  native  of 
Connecticut,  long  a  clergyman  honored  in  this  diocese,  he  was 
profoundly  interested  in  the  history  of  this  commonwealth. 
While  a  resident  of  New  Haven,  he  served  this  Society  from 
1873  to  1880  as  its  secretary.  His  later  years  were  mainly 
devoted  to  the  preservation  and  enrichment  of  the  Henry  Whitfield 
House  in  Guilford,  which  was  made  a  state  historical  museum 
largely  as  the  result  of  his  efforts.  The  second  life-member  to 
be  taken  from  us  was  Mr.  Frank  Dean  Trowbridge,  who  died 
on  November  5,  1913,  at  the  age  of  fifty-two.  Of  a  family  long 
and  actively  identified  with  the  business  development  of  New 
Haven,  and  to  which  this  Society  is  greatly  indebted,  he  had 
won  for  himself  an  eminent  place  of  leadership  and  trust  in  this 
community,  especially  in  the  service  of  the  National  New  Haven 
Bank,  of  which  he  was  president  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

Of  our  annual  membership  the  first  to  die  during  the  year 
included  in  this  report  was  Mr.  Samual  A.  Stevens,  whose 
demise  occurred  on  November  12,  1912,  at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty- 
seven.  Mr.  Stevens  was  for  many  years  connected  with  the 
shoe  trade  in  this  city,  but  had  long  retired  from  active  business. 
On  December  15,  1912,  Mr.  Elihu  A.  Beckley  passed  from  us 
at  the  age  of  sixty-eight.  He  had  long  served  the  city  of  his 
residence  as  a  lumber  merchant.  January  23,  1913,  saw  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Dickerman  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven. 
The  widow  of  our  former  director,  George  L.  Dickerman,  Esq., 
she  was  connected  by  marriage  with  an  old  New  Haven  family, 
and  was  greatly  beloved  for  her  personal  qualities.  The  death 
of  Miss  Henrietta  Edwards  Whitney  took  place  on  January  31, 
191 3,  at  the  age  of  sixty-two.  A  representative  of  a  family 
eminent  in  the  history  of  New  Haven  and  largely  devoted  to 
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this  Society,  she  is  sincerely  and  widely  mourned.  Mr.  Charles 
S.  Leete  passed  away  on  March  20,  191 3,  at  the  great  age  of 
eighty-seven.  Long  prominent  as  a  wholesale  druggist  and  as 
a  banker,  he  had  done  a  large  work  in  building  up  the  business 
interests  of  New  Haven.  On  May  8,  1913,  occurred  the  death 
of  Mr.  Clarence  Deming  at  the  age  of  sixty-four.  A  journalist 
of  experience  and  an  authority  on  railroad  management,  he  filled 
a  unique  place  in  the  life  of  this  city.  July  28,  1913,  witnessed 
the  decease  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  of  Anson  Phelps  Stokes 
•of  New  York  City,  the  father  of  our  fellow-member,  the 
Secretary  of  Yale  University.  Eminent  in  all  good  works,  Mr. 
Stokes'  membership  with  us  was  an  evidence  of  his  desire  to 
further  the  purposes  for  which  this  Society  was  founded.  The 
next  to  be  summoned  from  our  membership  was  Mr.  John  C. 
Anderson,  who  died  on  August  i,  1913,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven.  A  leader  in  the  tobacco  trade,  with  which  his  father  had 
been  identified  before  him,  he  did  much  to  extend  and  to  system- 
atize this  business.  On  September  18,  1913,  death  claimed  Mr. 
John  R.  Rembert,  at  the  age  of  sixty-one.  Mr.  Rembert  has 
left  his  monument  in  the  extensive  business  in  stationery  and 
office  supplies  that  bears  his  name  and  was  built  to  its  present 
proportions  largely  through  his  industry.  The  last  of  our 
annual  members  to  be  taken  from  us  was  Mr.  Greene  Kendrick, 
whose  death  occurred  on  September  21,  1913,  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
three.  A  lawyer  by  profession,  Mr.  Kendrick  was  honored  in 
political  life,  and  was  at  one  time  mayor  of  our  neighboring 
city  of  Waterbury. 

These  losses  by  death  which  we  now  sadly  note  are  not  merely 
serious  in  themselves,  they  remind  us  that  the  membership  of 
the  Society  can  be  maintained  only  by  constant  effort. 

In  laying  down  the  presidency  to  which  you  kindly  elected  him 
ten  years  ago,  and  to  which  you  have  chosen  him  at  successive 
annual  meetings  since,  the  speaker  would  be  ungrateful  indeed  did 
he  not  express  his  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  honor  which  the 
Society  has  done  for  him  for  so  long  a  time,  and  his  gratifica- 
tion in  having  been  permitted  to  work  together  with  you  for  its 
interests.  He  has  made  friendships  here  which  will  be  to  him 
a  permanent  source  of  satisfaction.  The  purposes  of  the  Society 
are  those  which  must  appeal  to  all  to  whom  the  honored  past 
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of  New  Haven  is  dear.  The  problems  before  the  Society  are 
many  and  some  of  them  of  difficulty,  and  the  speaker  believes 
that  the  time  has  come  when  the  direction  of  its  interests  may 
wisely  be  intrusted  to  fresh  hands.  He  pledges  to  him  whom 
you  shall  choose  as  his  successor  his  utmost  support,  and  wishes 
for  him  and  for  the  Society  great  success  in  its  worthy  work  of 
preserving  and  making  more  widely  known  the  honored  past  of 
this  city  and  of  the  associated  towns  which  lay  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  old  New  Haven  Colony.

Constitution 


(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 

Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  H  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations   for  their  safety  and  proper 
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use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from 
the  date  of  such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  member- 
ships shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions 
are  paid. 

n.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
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be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who   shall,   under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata-

logue  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his 
accounts. 

They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
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publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I,  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXL  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXIL  All  donations  to  the  Secretary,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIIL  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military 
rolls,  deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses, 
or  public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illus- 
trate local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler  and  Bowers  funds,  which  pro- 
duce an  income  of  $300  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society.

{At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  i6,  191 4.) 


The  By-Laws  of  the  Society  provide  that  one  of  the  duties 
of  the  President  shall  be  to  "deliver  or  make  provision  for  an 
address  at  the  annual  meeting."  Of  late  it  has  been  the  custom 
of  the  President  to  meet  this  requirement  by  giving  a  summary 
of  the  year's  w^ork,  and  by  speaking  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 
I  will  adhere  to  that  custom  this  year. 

Of  course,  in  an  organization  of  this  character,  which  leads 
a  quiet  and  eminently  respectable  life,  not  much  happens  within 
the  limits  of  a  year  to  record.  Perhaps  more  ought  to  happen. 
Perhaps  it  is  a  reflection  upon  our  zeal  that  more  does  not  hap- 
pen. I  gathered  from  the  remarks  of  one  who  was  approached 
with  reference  to  becoming  a  member  that  he  at  least  felt  that 
way.  But  still  our  year  has  not  been  devoid  of  interest,  nor 
has  it  passed  without  something  really  worth  while  being 
accomplished. 

RETIREMENT    OF    DR.    WALKER 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  to  the  regret  of  all.  Dr.  Williston 
Walker,  for  ten  years  President  of  the  Society,  felt  constrained 
to  withdraw  from  that  position,  and  consequently  the  work 
devolved  upon  other  hands.  The  high  ideal  of  devotion  and 
efficiency  which  Dr.  Walker  exemplified  is  recognized  and 
appreciated  by  all  those  who  have  been  familiar  with  the  work- 
ings of  the  Society,  and  by  no  one  more  than  by  him  to  whose 
lot  it  has  fallen  to  step  into  the  place  thus  vacated,  and  carry 
forward  the  work.  It  is  cause  for  satisfaction  that  Dr.  Walker 
will  continue  to  be  of  our  number,  and  that  the  Society  will  still 
have  the  benefit  of  his  counsel  on  its  Board  of  Directors. 

ladies'    AUXILIARY    RECEPTION 

This  reference  to  the  change  of  Presidents  brings  to  mind  at 
once  the  delightful  reception  given  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
Committee  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Walker,  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beards- 
ley,  in  the   Society's   rooms   on   the   evening  of   February    10, 


igi4,  which  was  attended  by  a  goodly  number  of  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  our  indebted- 
ness to  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  not  alone  for  this  evi- 
dence of  their  interest,  but  for  all  that  they  do  to  add  to  the 
profit  and  enjoyment  of  our  monthly  meetings. 

MEETINGS   AND    PAPERS 

The  usual  number  of  meetings  has  been  held  during  the 
year.  While  the  attendance  at  them  has  not  been  what  our 
membership  and  the  value  of  the  papers  presented  would  natur- 
ally warrant  us  in  expecting,  yet  on  the  whole  they  have  been 
fairly  well  attended.  In  fact  it  would  seem  as  if  there  were 
evidences  of  an  increasing  interest  in  them. 

At  our  first  meeting,  December  15,  1913,  Professor  Franklin 
B.  Dexter,  to  whom  the  Society  is  indebted  for  so  many  valuable 
papers,  read  a  paper  entitled  "The  New  Haven  of  Two  Hun- 
dred Years  Ago."  It  was  based  upon  the  account  book  of 
Captain  Francis  Brown,  master  of  the  good  ship  "Speedwell" 
which  plied  between  New  Haven  and  Boston  during  the  early 
years  of  the  eighteenth  century.  From  this  record  of  the  inter- 
change of  commodities  between  the  two  ports  Professor  Dexter 
drew  an  interesting  and  instructive  picture  of  the  life  and 
requirements  of  the  day.  January  19,  1914,  the  Society  had  the 
pleasure  of  listening  to  Origen  S.  Seymour,  Esq.,  of  New  York 
City,  who  read  a  paper  on  "The  Battle  of  Saratoga,"  which 
gave  a  discriminating  and  graphic  account  of  the  battle  itself 
and  of  the  causes  which  led  up  to  it.  At  the  meeting  on 
February  16,  1914,  Rev.  Joseph  Anderson,  D.D.,  of  Woodmont, 
Conn.,  President  of  the  Mattatuck  Historical  Society,  and  a 
member  of  this  Society,  gave  a  charming  account  of  "The 
Old-Time  Meeting  House  and  the  Old  Church  Customs  of  New 
England."  The  writer  drew  a  vivid  picture  of  the  stern  sim- 
plicity of  the  places  of  worship,  and  of  the  worship  itself,  of 
our  forefathers.  Altogether  it  was  a  most  interesting  and 
illuminating  glimpse  of  the  rigid  and  rugged  religion  of  old 
New  England  days,  and  all  the  more  instructive  because  show- 
ing the  great  contrast  between  it  and  that  with  which  we  are  now 
familiar.  March  16,  1914,  Professor  Charles  M.  Andrews  of 
the  University  took  us  into  new  and  distant  fields  when  he  spoke 
on   "The  Romantic  Career  of  Zachariah  Gillam."     The  speaker 
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traced  the  story  of  this  old  Boston  ship  captain's  adventures 
in  a  delightful  manner,  showing  his  connection  with  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company,  and  giving  a  stirring  account  of  his  various 
trading  cruises.  April  20,  1914,  a  paper  entitled  "New  Eng- 
land and  the  Yazoo  Land  Frauds,  1795-1814,"  was  read  by 
Forrest  Morgan,  Esq.,  of  Hartford.  It  showed  careful  research, 
and  threw  a  strong  light  on  an  unsavory  transaction,  or  series 
of  transactions,  in  our  commercial  and  political  history.  Rev. 
Anson  Phelps  Stokes,  Secretary  of  the  University,  presented 
the  paper  May  18,  1914.  It  was  entitled  "The  First  President 
Dwight  and  the  College  Life  of  his  Time."  The  speaker,  who 
brought  to  his  subject  genuine  enthusiam  and  sympathy,  gave 
a  picture  of  the  College  in  Dr.  Dwight's  day,  and  pointed  out 
with  great  clearness  the  powerful  influence  which  he  exerted 
in  re-shaping  its  life.  It  was  a  fine  tribute  to  one  of  Yale's 
great  Presidents.  The  series  of  papers  for  the  year  was  brought 
to  a  close  October  19,  1914,  with  one  from  our  Secretary, 
Henry  T.  Blake,  Esq.,  who  wrote  on  "The  Life  and  Patriotic 
Services  of  Jonathan  Mix,  1753-1813."  It  was  the  story  of  one 
of  New  Haven's  early  citizens  and  a  revolutionary  patriot  who 
was  conspicuous  for  his  bravery  at  the  time  of  the  British  inva- 
sion in  1779.  With  his  well-known  skill  in  selecting  and  mar- 
shalling his  facts,  Mr.  Blake  gave  an  interesting  narrative  of  one 
whose  life  and  doings  it  was  well  worth  while  to  bring  to  mind. 
It  is  with  justifiable  pride  that  one  calls  attention  to  these 
papers  in  recounting  the  work  of  the  year,  for  they  show  that 
the  Society,  along  its  lines,  is  giving  to  its  members  and  to  the 
public — for  the  meetings  are  open  to  the  public — an  opportunity 
to  learn  about  matters  which  would  otherwise  remain  in  obscurity. 

DEATHS   OF    MEMBERS 

With  a  membership  as  large  as  ours  we  can  not  expect  to 
go  through  a  year  without  having  our  number  depleted  by 
death.  It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  be  able  to  report  that  death 
has  not  claimed  many  of  our  members  during  the  twelvemonth. 
On  December  22,  1913,  Mrs.  Jane  P.  Grant  died.  She  was 
the  widow  of  George  M.  Grant,  the  well  known  builder.  In  her 
deatli,  which  came  after  a  protracted  illness,  there  was  taken 
from  us  a  woman  of  estimable  worth.  Henry  Gleason  Newton 
died  March  21,  1914.     He  was  born  in  Durham,  Conn.,  June 
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5,  i843'  He  attended  Wesleyan  University,  graduating  in  1870, 
and  after  that  the  Yale  Law  School.  Graduating  from  the  latter 
in  1872,  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  New  Haven,  and  con- 
tinued to  practice  it  here  until  his  death.  Though  constantly 
engaged  in  his  profession  and  devoted  to  it,  he  yet  found  time 
for  other  matters,  and  a  number  of  the  philanthropic  institutions 
of  the  city  owe  much  to  his  interest  and  zeal.  He  was  a  man 
of  sincere  faith  and  strong  convictions.  In  his  death  the  com- 
munity, the  Bar,  and  this  Society  have  lost  a  valued  member. 
The  next  death  removed  not  only  a  member  but  a  Director  of 
the  Society.  Charles  Ray  Palmer,  D.D.,  died  April  22,  1914. 
After  an  active  ministry  elsewhere  Dr.  Palmer  came  back  to  the 
city  of  his  birth  to  spend  his  last  years.  During  that  tim^e  he 
took  a  deep  interest  in  the  affairs  of  this  Society,  and  was  ever 
ready  as  a  member  and  a  Director  to  do  what  he  could  to  pro- 
mote its  welfare.  A  ripe  scholar,  a  wise  counsellor,  a  good 
pastor,  he  has  been  taken  from  us  in  the  fullness  of  years,  leaving 
behind  him  a  bright  and  fragrant  memory.  On  April  27,  1914, 
occurred  the  death  of  George  Leslie  Armstrong  in  his  eighty-first 
year.  He  was  a  native  of  the  Barbadoes,  but  for  many  years  he 
had  been  a  resident  of  this  city.  A  lawyer  by  profession  and 
a  member  of  the  Connecticut  Bar,  yet  he  had  never  engaged  in 
active  practice.  Ever  kindly  and  courteous,  to  him  as  to  few  men 
did  the  familiar  phrase  apply  "a  gentleman  of  the  old  school." 
Richard  Henry  Tyner,  who  was  the  last  of  our  annual  members  to 
die,  was  a  native  of  Davenport,  Iowa.  At  the  age  of  twenty-five 
he  settled  in  New  Haven  and  began  the  practice  of  law.  He  had 
served  as  City  Attorney,  and  for  three  terms  as  Associate  Judge 
of  the  City  Court.  Loss  of  health  compelled  him  to  give  up  his 
work,  and  after  travelling  for  two  years  in  a  vain  effort  to  regain 
it,  he  died  May  6,  1914.  October  30,  1914,  there  occurred  in 
Switzerland  the  death  of  one  of  our  life-members,  WilHam 
Rutherford  Hayes  Trowbridge.  He  was  born  in  New  Haven 
and  spent  his  early  years  here,  graduating  from  Yale  in  the 
class  of  1863.  Shortly  after  his  graduation  he  went  to  the  West 
Indies  as  the  representative  of  the  Trowbridge  firm.  Withdraw- 
ing from  the  business,  he  removed  to  Europe  in  1893,  where  he 
had  since  resided.  He  had  traveled  extensively,  and  was  an 
accomplished  writer  and  lecturer. 
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INCREASE   IN    MEMBERSHIP 

In  recording  these  deaths,  few  though  they  are  fortunately, 
one  is  forcibly  reminded  of  what  they  signify  as  to  the  constant 
necessity  of  adding  to  our  numbers  to  replace  those  who  drop 
out.  While  it  is  true  that  sixteen  new  names  appear  on  the  roll 
this  year,  yet  that  increase  is  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  steady 
loss  by  death  and  withdrawal.  We  ought  at  the  earliest  favor- 
able moment  to  inaugurate  a  campaign  to  raise  our  membership 
to  five  hundred  as  the  minimum.  It  is  now  not  quite  four 
hundred,  including  Honorary,  Corresponding,  Life,  and  Annual 
Alembers.  I  believe  this  could  be  done.  But  it  is  not  a  matter 
depending  solely  for  its  accomplishment  upon  the  officers,  nor 
upon  a  Committee,  though  of  course  they  are  not  to  disregard 
the  obligation  which  is  necessarily  theirs  in  reference  to  it. 
Every  individual  member  ought  to  constitute  himself  or  herself 
a  committee  to  set  forth  the  purpose  and  needs  of  this  Society, 
and  to  urge  its  claims  upon  our  citizens. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Society  was  never  more  prosperous  in 
point  of  numbers  than  it  is  at  present,  but  it  will  not  do  to  sit 
down,  complacent  and  self-satisfied,  in  the  contemplation  of 
what  we  are.  The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  has 
a  work  to  do,  a  place  to  fill  in  the  community.  In  approaching 
anyone  to  invite  him  into  its  membership  that  fact  should  be 
emphasized.  In  a  sense  this  is  an  educational  institution  main- 
tained for  the  public.  Here  are  gathered  and  exhibited  the 
tilings  which  were  an  essential  part  of  the  life  of  bygone  days, 
relics  of  a  past  which  is  rapidly  receding,  not  alone  because  the 
years  are  multiplying  between  it  and  us,  but  because  the  things 
we  use  are  so  different  as  to  make  the  life  of  our  forefathers 
seem  almost  mythical.  Here  are  gathered  and  exhibited  the 
trophies  which  bring  to  mind  the  sacrifices  and  struggles  of  our 
forbears  to  make  this  land  the  home  of  freedom,  trophies  upon 
which  it  will  do  us  and  our  children  good  to  look.  Here  are 
gathered  and  exhibited  the  portraits  of  men  who  contributed 
largely  to  make  this  city  what  it  is,  whose  lives  are  woven  into 
its  life  and  are  an  integral  part  of  it,  and  whom  therefore  we  shall 
do  well  not  to  forget,  but  ever  to  hold  them  in  grateful  remem- 
brance  and   sincere   veneration.     Unlike   many,   perhaps   most. 
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institutions  of  this  character,  we  keep  open  house  regularly  and 
welcome  the  public  to  enjoy  and  profit  by  our  treasures.  And  it 
is  gratifying  to  record  that  many,  young  and  old,  do  so.  On  the 
ground  tlien  of  this  educational  aspect  of  it  we  may  confidently 
seek  for  an  increased  membership  among  our  citizens. 

THE    MUSEUM 

And  this  leads  on  naturally  to  the  thought  of  the  continued 
development  of  our  Museum.  We  have  not  had  many  acquisi- 
tions to  it  during  the  past  year,  but  we  are  extremely  grateful 
for  those  we  have  had.  We  can  not  of  course  expect  all  years 
to  be  equally  rich,  but  there  are  those  who  do  think  of  us,  and 
not  a  month  goes  by  that  does  not  see  something  deposited  with 
us.  I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  urge  upon  members  to  be 
on  the  watch  to  turn  in  our  direction  whatever  they  can  of  local 
antiquarian  interest  and  historic  value.  The  building  up  of  our 
collection  depends  upon  your  vigilance,  and  perhaps  upon  your 
generosity.  We  should  seek  to  make  it  the  worthiest  collection 
in  the  State. 

THE   LIBRARY 

To  the  Library  there  has  been  the  usual  number  of  acquisitions, 
a  few  by  purchase,  some  by  exchange,  and  some  by  gift.  In  the 
development  of  the  Library  it  is  the  purpose  to  move  along  cer- 
tain definite  lines.  We  can  not  hope,  nor  ought  we  to  try,  it  seems 
to  me,  to  build  up  a  general  library.  That  would  be  unnecessary 
duplication  here  in  New  Haven.  But  we  do  aspire  to  get 
together  a  rich  collection  of  genealogical  and  historical  books  and 
pamphlets  which  bear  on  our  city  and  State.  Along  this 
direction  the  Library  is  steadily  growing.  We  ought  to  keep 
constantly  before  us  the  ideal  of  bringing  together  within  these 
walls  a  Library  of  this  special  character  which  shall  be  unsur- 
passed. Our  progress  towards  this  ideal  will  depend  in  large 
measure  upon  the  interest  of  individual  members. 

NEW   VOLUME 

The  most  noteworthy  event  of  the  year's  work  has  been  the 
publication  of  a  new  volume  of  the  Society's  Papers  which  have 
been  read  at  the  meetings  during  the  last  few  years.     It  forms 
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Volume  VIII  of  the  series.  I  need  not  say  anything  about  it 
as  it  has  been  put  into  your  hands,  and  you  may  judge  of  it  for 
yourselves.  I  only  hope  that  you  may  find  it  a  worthy  com- 
panion of  the  preceding  volumes. 

MR.    BLAKe's   retirement 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  which  has  just  been 
read  makes  a  change  in  the  important  office  of  Secretary.  I  can 
not  bring  my  address  to  a  close  without  a  brief  reference  to  that 
change.  For  twenty  years  Mr.  Blake  has  served  in  that  capacity, 
and  now  desires  to  be  relieved.  We  understand  and  appreciate 
his  desire,  and  reluctantly  yield  to  it.  In  him  the  Society  all 
these  years  has  had  an  efficient  officer,  one  who  has  brought  to 
his  task  not  only  faithfulness  in  the  performance  of  the  mere 
routine  work,  but  a  genuine  and  intelligent  interest  in  all  of  its 
affairs.  We  regret  that  he  feels  constrained  to  relinquish  the 
office  of  Secretary,  but  we  are  grateful  for  his  long  and  faithful 
service,  and  we  know  that  to  him  the  Society  owes  not  a  little 
for  the  success  it  has  achieved  in  the  last  two  decades.  To  his 
successor  we  extend  our  congratulations  in  the  hope  that  he 
will  serve  the  Society  as  faithfully  and  as  long  as  did  his 
predecessor. 

Thus  have  I  set  before  you  the  doings  of  the  Society  for  the 
year.  If  my  report  does  not  show  any  conspicuous  achievement, 
yet  it  does  show  that  we  are  quietly  accomplishing  those  things 
for  which  we  exist.  We  are  keeping  alive  the  antiquarian  and 
historic  spirit,  and  in  a  day  when  men  are  too  prone,  in  their 
utter  absorption  in  the  things  of  the  present,  to  forget  tlie  things 
of  the  past,  we  are  bringing  to  mind  men  who  ought  not  to  be 
forgotten,  and  events  which  are  not  without  their  interest  and 
value.  In  this  way  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  is 
filling  an  important,  and  useful,  and  unique  place  in  the  com- 
munity, and  may  rightly  claim  for  itself  a  larger  support  from 
our  citizens  generally,  and  a  more  active  interest  from  its  mem- 
bers. The  earnest  wish  of  all,  I  am  sure,  is  that  it  may  continue 
to  do  well  the  work  for  which  it  was  founded,  and  for  which  it 
lives.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society, 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art,  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
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Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


B^^Xaws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from 
the  date  of  such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  member- 
ships shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions 
are  paid. 
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II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his 
accounts. 

They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
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and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

I.     Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 


Report  of  donations. 

Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

Unfinished  business. 

Written  communications  or  lectures. 

Verbal  communications. 

Miscellaneous  business. 
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XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Secretary,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor, 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.

Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military 
rolls,  deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses, 
or  public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illus- 
trate local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler  and  Bowers  funds,  which  pro- 
duce an  income  of  $300  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests.

(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  ij,  191 5.) 


Another  year  has  passed  in  the  Hfe  of  the  New  Haven  Colony- 
Historical  Society,  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  your  President, 
in  compliance  with  what  may  be  regarded  as  custom,  to  give 
a  summary  of  the  year's  doings,  tliough  the  By-Laws  merely 
require  that  he  shall  be  responsible  for  an  address  at  the  annual 
meeting.  It  is  well,  however,  that  the  year's  record  should  be 
set  down  in  this  formal  way,  that  all  our  members  may  know 
what  it  is,  and  that  others  too  may  have  the  chance  to  read  it. 

The  year  just  passed  has,  like  its  predecessors,  been  a  quiet 
one.  There  is  httle  to  record  beyond  the  routine  happenings. 
We  have  fulfilled  our  duty  to  the  public  with  our  open  meetings 
and  our  open  doors,  and  many  have  shared  in  and  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  which  we  have  been  able  to  dispense  in  this  way. 

MEETINGS   AND   PAPERS 

Eight  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  at  which 
instructive  and  illuminating  papers  have  been  presented,  for  the 
most  part  by  our  own  members.  In  a  city  which  is  so  well  sup- 
plied with  lectures  of  every  kind  there  is  yet  room  for  papers  of 
the  character  which  we  seek  to  present  here.  This  Colony  has  a 
worthy  history,  and  an  interesting  history.  Worthy  men  made 
that  history.  In  so  far  then  as  we  are  aiding  in  preserving  it, 
and  bringing  it  to  the  knowledge  of  our  generation,  in  so  far 
as  we  are  keeping  alive  the  memories  of  those  who  played  a  large 
part  in  it,  we  are  doing  a  commendable  work,  and  a  work  which 
those  who  come  after  us  will  be  grateful  to  us  for  doing. 

At  our  meeting  held  December  21,  1914,  a  paper  entitled  "The 
Hartford  Convention"  was  read  by  Gov.  Simeon  E.  Baldv/in. 
It  was  an  exceedingly  interesting  account  of  the  causes  leading 
up  to  that  remarkable  episode  in  the  early  days  of  the  history 
of  the  RepubHc,  of  its  purpose,  and  of  the  men  who  were  con- 
spicuous in  it.  January  18,  191 5,  Professor  Franklin  B.  Dexter 
presented  a  paper  which  had  for  its  caption,  "Notes  on  some  of 
the  New  Haven  Loyalists,  including  those  graduated  at  Yale." 
It  abounded  in  interesting  biographical  matter,  bringing  out  of 
their  obscurity  men,  who,  in  doing  what  they  deemed  their  duty, 
brought  themselves  into  disfavor,  and  incurred  the  opprobrium 


of  disloyalty  to  the  patriot  cause.  Professor  Max  Farrand  of 
Yale  University  was  the  speaker  at  the  meeting  held  February 
15,  1915.  His  subject  was  "Critical  Study  in  American  History." 
The  object  of  the  speaker  was  to  show  how  the  critical  method 
is  being  applied  to  the  study  of  history,  to  the  end  that  that 
which  is  authentic  may  be  separated  from  that  which  is  legendary 
and  unreliable.  Many  delightfully  interesting  illustrations  were 
cited.  At  the  meeting  held  March  15,  1915,  William  S.  Wells, 
2d  Assistant  Engineer,  late  United  States  Navy,  read  a  paper 
entitled  "Torpedo  Attack  on  the  U.  S.  S.  New  Ironsides  in  1863." 
This  was  a  graphic  story  of  one  of  the  very  first  uses  of  the  torpedo 
in  submarine  warfare,  rendered  doubly  interesting  because  it  was 
the  narration  of  the  writer's  personal  experiences,  the  boat  which 
was  tlie  object  of  attack  being  the  one  upon  which  he  was  an 
officer.  "Connecticut's  Adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution" 
was  the  subject  of  the  paper  for  the  meeting  held  April  19,  19 15. 
It  was  read  by  Bernard  C.  Steiner,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
who  gave  an  able  and  illuminating  account  of  the  important 
part  which  Connecticut  played  in  the  adoption  of  this  organic 
and  fundamental  law  for  the  people  of  these  United  States.  At 
the  meeting  held  May  17,  191 5,  we  were  privileged  to  listen  to 
a  charming  paper  on  "Colonial  Courtships,"  which  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Edward  W.  Hopkins  of  this  city.  It  took  us  into  a 
somewhat  different  field,  and  gave  us  a  delightful  glimpse  of 
this — shall  I  say  lighter? — side  of  our  forefathers'  life.  At  the 
last  meeting  of  the  year,  held  October  18,  1915,  the  Hon.  A. 
McClellan  Mathewson  gave  us  some  of  the  results  of  his  studies 
of  the  signers  and  of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence in  a  paper  entitled  "The  Declaration  of  Independence,  and 
the  Connecticut  Signers."  It  was  an  admirable  account  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  document  was  signed,  and  of  the  men,  who, 
from  this  State,  immortalized  themselves  by  their  signatures. 

Altogether  this  series  of  papers  is  an  excellent  one,  and  covers 
a  fairly  wide  field  within  the  limitations  which  we  endeavor  to 
adhere  to.  We  are  grateful  to  those  who  have  thus  freely  shared 
with  us  the  results  of  their  journeys  into  the  byways  of  our 
early  American  history,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing the  hope  that  those  who  are  minded  to  make  these  excursions 
will  use  our  Society  as  a  medium  to  give  to  the  public  the  results 
of  their  researches.

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DEATHS    OF    MEMBERS 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  lost  by  death  valued  members, 
both  those  who  have  been  long  associated  with  it,  and  those 
whose  connection  with  it  has  been  of  recent  date.  Eleven  must 
needs  be  stricken  from  our  list  as  death's  toll  for  the  twelve- 
month. Considering  the  size  and  character  of  our  membership 
that  is  not  a  large  number. 

The  first  to  be  taken  from  us  was  Martha  Waite  Read,  widow 
of  Francis  Wayland,  sometime  Dean  of  the  Yale  Law  School. 
She  died  November  20,  1914,  in  the  eighty-second  year  of  her 
age.  For  all  but  two  and  a  half  years  of  her  life  she  had  lived 
in  the  house  where  she  died,  a  circumstance  so  uncommon  in 
these  days  of  change  that  it  is  worthy  of  record.  Mrs.  Wayland 
was  deeply  interested  in  religious  and  charitable  works,  and  vari- 
ous institutions  and  societies  lost  a  good  friend  and  helper  in 
her.  Wallace  B.  Fenn  died  January  4,  191 5,  aged  eighty-three. 
Coming  to  the  city  when  a  boy,  he  entered  upon  that  branch  of 
business  in  which  he  was  engaged  almost  to  the  end  of  his  life. 
He  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  city's  most  prominent  and  suc- 
cessful business  men.  January  20,  191 5,  there  came  to  a  close, 
after  running  its  length  of  almost  seventy-one  years,  the  life  of 
Andrew  W.  Phillips,  a  gifted  and  distinguished  Professor  of 
Yale  University.  Mr.  Phillips  had  for  many  years  been  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Society,  and  took  an  active  and  sympathetic  interest 
in  its  doings.  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Hall,  who  died  March  21,  1915, 
was  one  of  our  recent  members.  She  had  resided  in  New  Haven 
nearly  all  her  life.  Those  with  longer  memories  will  recall  her 
half-brother,  George  Bassett,  the  well-known  bookseller  of  former 
years.  On  March  23,  191 5,  Miss  Susan  L.  Bradley  died. 
She  belonged  to  an  old  New  Haven  family,  and  was  the  last 
survivor  of  the  children  of  Leonard  and  Charlotte  Bradley. 
This  reference  to  her  will  bring  to  mind  the  old  Bradley  house 
on  State  Street,  which,  in  spite  of  all  that  has  happened  to  it, 
still  betrays  something  of  its  former  glory.  She  showed  her 
interest  in  the  Society  by  leaving  to  it  in  her  will  five  old  family 
portraits.  Another  to  be  taken  away  of  those  who  had  but 
recently  joined  the  Society  was  Miss  Augusta  Jennette  Cooper. 
All  her  days  had  been  spent  in  New  Haven,  and  though  hindered 
by  poor  health  from  taking  any  active  part  in  the  life  about  her. 
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yet  she  was  keenly  interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  day.  She  died 
April  13,  1915.  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Gridley  died  April  20,  1915. 
Her  death  takes  from  us  another  representative  of  an  old  and 
honored  family.  She  was  a  woman  of  artistic  tastes,  and  full 
of  good  works.  Charles  W.  Blakeslee,  Jr.,  died  April  28,  191 5. 
He  belonged  to  the  well-known  contracting  firm  of  that  name. 
A  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  and  a  member  of  various  societies 
and  organizations,  he  was  a  man  of  wide  interests,  a  useful  man, 
a  good  citizen.  On  July  15,  1915,  Mrs.  Katherine  M.  Sizer  died. 
She  was  the  widow  of  Frederick  W.  J.  Sizer,  for  many  years 
President  of  the  National  Savings  Bank,  whose  portrait  Mrs. 
Sizer  presented  to  the  Society  not  long  ago.  She  was  a  descen- 
dant of  General  Pomeroy  of  revolutionary  fame.  A  woman  of 
wide  knowledge  of  public  affairs,  and  greatly  interested  in  his- 
torical and  antiquarian  matters,  her  death  takes  from  our  roll  a 
valued  member.  The  next  of  our  number  to  die  was  George 
Munson  Curtis,  his  death  occurring  August  28,  191 5.  Mr.  Curtis 
had  been  a  life-long  resident  of  Meriden,  and  one  of  its  most 
highly  esteemed  citizens.  A  successful  man  of  business,  yet  he 
had  found  time  to  gratify  his  antiquarian  tastes,  and  to  make 
a  study  of  old  silver  and  silversmiths,  particularly  of  Connect- 
icut. More  than  once  has  this  Society  enjoyed  and  profited  by 
the  results  of  his  research.  In  his  death  a  Christian  gentleman 
has  been  taken  from  us.  This  afternoon  there  was  laid  to  rest 
one  who  for  more  than  forty  years  was  a  member  of  this  Society, 
Justus  Street  Hotchkiss,  who  died  November  12,  1915,  aged 
eighty-four.  In  earlier  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
DeForest  &  Hotchkiss,  the  well-known  lumber  firm  of  Water 
Street,  but  for  some  time  he  had  not  been  engaged  in  active 
business.  His  long  membership  in  the  Society  testifies  to  his 
interest  in  it. 

In  recording  the  deaths  of  these  our  associates,  it  is  but  fitting 
that  I  should  remind  you,  as  my  predecessors  have  often  done,  that 
the  continuance  of  this  Society  depends  upon  the  constant  acces- 
sion to  its  ranks  of  new  members.  And  to  make  the  accession 
constant  is  your  duty  as  much  as  mine.  "Death  is  not  rare, 
alas!"  and  this  unceasing  attrition  of  our  membership  can  be 
offset  only  as  we  all  feel  our  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and 
with  true  loyalty  to  the  Society  endeavor  to  meet  it. 
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GIFTS 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  friends  of  the 
Society,  both  within  and  without  its  membership,  are  constantly 
adding  to  its  treasures.  This  year  we  have  occasion  to  be  particu- 
larly grateful  for  their  generosity.  Aside  from  the  smaller 
things,  which  in  a  fairly  steady  stream  have  found  their  way  to 
us,  and  which  of  course  we  are  glad  to  have,  there  have  also 
come  to  us  some  larger  things  which  call  for  special  notice  at 
this  point. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  five  old  family  portraits 
bequeatlied  to  us  by  Miss  Susan  L.  Bradley.  It  is  well  that  they 
should  find  a  resting  place  here,  now  that  the  end  of  that  family 
has  come.  As  portraits  of  those  who  are  identified  with  our 
city  they  are  of  interest  to  us,  and  they  are  of  interest  to  us 
because  of  the  men  who  painted  them,  one  of  them  being  the 
work  of  the  old  New  Haven  artist,  Nathaniel  Jocelyn,  and  two 
of  them  the  work  of  George  Flagg,  a  native  of  New  Haven. 

A  very  conspicuous  gap  in  our  portrait  gallery  has  been  filled 
by  the  presentation  to  the  Society  of  the  portrait  of  Henry  White. 
A  prime  mover  in  its  organization,  and  for  the  first  ten  years 
its  President,  the  Society  may  well  feel  that  if  any  portrait 
deserves  a  place  upon  its  walls  his  does,  and  we  are  very  grateful 
to  his  sons  who  have  had  it  specially  painted  for  us,  and  have 
presented  it  to  us. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  the  Treasurer  reported  a  gift  to 
the  Society,  which  was  not  mentioned  in  my  address  then  because 
I  knew  nothing  about  it  until  the  Treasurer  made  his  statement. 
I  refer  to  the  gift  of  $i,ooo  made  by  Gov.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin 
to  establish  a  fund  for  copying  "Ancient  Writings  in  Public 
Offices  existing  in  the  Ancient  Bounds  of  New  Haven  County." 
The  Society  is  exceedingly  fortunate  in  having  at  its  command 
a  fund  of  this  nature,  and  its  value  will  be  appreciated  more  and 
more  as  time  goes  on.  We  may  entertain  the  hope  that  this  will 
be  the  means  not  only  of  copying  such  records,  but  of  publishing 
them.  At  a  time  when  so  much  is  being  done  along  these  lines 
it  is  eminently  desirable  that  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  should  have  a  share  in  this  work,  and  should  at  least  do 
that  which  would  naturally  fall  to  it  to  do  within  this  section  of 
the  Colony. 
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Mrs.  Sizer,  to  whose  death  reference  has  been  made,  remem- 
bered the  Society  in  her  will  with  a  bequest  of  $6,000,  the  income 
thereof  "to  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  biog- 
raphies and  genealogical  records  of  interest  to  the  members  of 
the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society;  said  fund  to  be 
called  the  Frederick  William  Jones  Sizer  Fund."  This  is  a 
particularly  valuable  gift,  as  it  will  enable  us  to  develop  our 
library  along  those  lines  which  we  feel  that  it  should  be  developed. 
With  the  income  from  tliis  legacy  we  ought  to  have  soon  all  the 
more  important  genealogies  of  those  families  which  have  a  con- 
nection with  the  New  Haven  Colony.  Genealogical  research  was 
never  brisker  than  it  is  to-day,  and  family  histories  are  constantly 
being  published  in  which  our  members  are  interested,  as  well  as 
others  who  do  not  claim  membership  with  us,  yet  to  whom  we 
may  like  to  be  of  service.  To  be  able  to  place  these  books  upon 
our  shelves  as  they  appear  will  add  much  to  the  value  and 
usefulness  of  our  Library. 

This,  then,  completes  the  record,  as  I  recall  it,  of  the  year's 
happenings.  I  wish  it  were  possible  to  chronicle  more  in  the 
way  of  things  accomplished,  but  we  may  console  ourselves  with 
the  thought  that  it  isn't  necessary  to  do  big  things  in  order  to 
justify  our  existence,  and  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which  we 
do,  after  all,  have  our  being.  It  is  something,  yes,  much,  if 
we  can  gather  and  preserve  the  ancient  things,  if  we  can  encour- 
age, not  merely  the  student  of  history,  but  anyone  with  a  taste 
for  research,  to  dig  into  long-buried  and  long-forgotten  records, 
and  bring  to  light  for  our  pleasure  and  for  our  instruction  those 
facts  which  ought  not  to  be  forgotten.  We  must  not  of  course 
live  in  the  past,  but  we  can  better  appreciate  the  present  by 
knowing  something  of  the  past,  by  knowing  something  of  those 
noble  men  of  vision  who  fought  and  wrought  for  us  that  we 
might  have  what  we  so  much  enjoy,  but  the  cost  of  which  we 
are  too  prone  to  forget.  In  so  far  as  the  New  Haven  Colony 
Historical  Society  is  instrumental  in  linking  up  the  present  with 
the  past,  it  is  serving  a  noble  purpose,  and  you  and  I  may  well 
count  it  a  privilege  to  give  to  it  our  enthusiastic  and  loyal 
support.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
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Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-ojficio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from 
the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  member- 
ships shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions 
are  paid. 
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II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his 
accounts. 

They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
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and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  PubHcation  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

I.     Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 


Report  of  donations. 

Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

Unfinished  business. 

Written  communications  or  lectures. 

Verbal  communications. 

Miscellaneous  business. 
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XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Secretary,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military 
rolls,  deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses, 
or  public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illus- 
trate local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 
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Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler  and  Bowers  funds,  which  pro- 
duce an  income  of  $300  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society.
